Example'  When  working  up  a  75  year  old  diabetic  in  Gram  negative 
sepsis  you  will  find  blood  culture  bottles  on  7G,  a  tourniquet  in  MICU, 
betadine  swabs  on  8G,  some  progress  note  paper  at  8  center,  some 
aspirin  on  8J,  hematest  tablets  in  the  6th  floor  student  lab,  and  TB  and 
Candida  skin  test  antigens  over  in  Allergy  Clinic.
